I  was  interned  by  the  Japanese  at  BATAVIA  in  May  42  as  a  civil 
iJiternee.  In  Jan  44  we  were  transferred  to  BiiNDOENG  civil 
KAKNEBEEK  Can^  ^iKOEDAPATEUN •  The  Dutch  campleader  was  van 

In  Jul  44  the  Japanese  removed  in  total  about  1500  civil 
internees  to  the  POW  carar  SENEN,  Batavia,  After  this,  this  1 

.group  was  considered  to  be  and  was  treated  as  POW's,  On  19 
5aPt  was  remov®d  in  a  group  totally  amounting  to  1750 
POV/'s  600  Anbonese  POW's  and  about  5500  Indonesian  coolies 

^C?dcT}aS0UrerS  F0*  JAVA  ^0  SUMATR.A,  Both,  EUROPEAN  and 
INDONESIANS  were  taken  aboard  a  Japanese  cargo  steamer  of  appr. 
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5)000  tons*  This  ship  had  four  holds*  The  lower  holds  were  loa- 
ded  with  foodstuff  (rice,  sugar  etc.)  and  ammunition  (anti¬ 
aircraft  7 *5nr.  shell's)  which  I  noticed  myself  on  an  inspection 
of  these  lower  holds.  In  addition  to  that  about  30  drums  of 
petrol  were  rut  on  the  decks.  All  our  luggage  was  stored  on 
decks  as  well. 


Then  the  P0  's  were  crammed  together  into  one  of  the  upper 
holds  whilst  the  coolies  were  put  into  the  2nd.  up  er  hold, 
however  before  all  the  P0V;'s  had  to  be  carried  out  of  the  hold 
again.  The  temperature  in  these  holds  was  so  terribly  high  that 
it  was  nearly  impossible  to  stay  in  since  lack  of  fresh  air 
caused  suffocation.  e  then  were  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
d®ck?  •  The  shlP  Fut  to  sea  but  let  her  enchor  drop 

about  300  m  out  of  the  harbour.  Then  a  PhITISr.  POW  went  rad  and 
Jumped  overboard.  The  Jepanese  thought  this  very  funny  until 
the  Britisher  ra' e  for  the  shore,  he  then  was  brought  back  on 
board  and  because  of  this  event  orders  were  given  that  all  P0V»'s 
should  be  locked  up  in  the  holds.  Since  this  was  absolutely 
impossible  in  a  decent  way,  the  FOW's  were  beaten  into  the  hold. 
I  do  NOT  understand  how  they  managed  to  get  room,  but  they  were 
crarred  together  standing  upright,  since  lying  down  or  even 
sitting  was  impossible.  Several  POW's  were  severely  beaten. 
Personally  I  was  beaten  with  a  heavy  stick  over  the  head  as  a 
resuit  of  which  I  was  seriously  injured  and  bleeding  (medical 
attention  was  given  to  me  by  Dr.  KUYPEh  who  was  drowned  later). 

1  consciousness  for  about  3  hours.  I  do  NOT  know  the  name 

of  the  Japanese  who  beat  me. 


Alter  the  ship  put  out  to  sea  at  about  4  pm  we  went  tack  on 
deck  again,  because  we  could  NOT  stand  the  situation  in  the  hold 
any  longer.  Nothing  was  done  against  this  by  the  Japanese.  Food 
was  bad  but  sufficient  in  quantity.  Since  about  half  of  the  men 
constantly  suffered  from  seasickness  and  did  not  take  their  food. 
Drinking  water  however  was  very  short  and  absolutely  insufficient 
Bathing  and  washing  was  impossible  •  The  decks  were  so  over¬ 
crowded  that  those  who  could  NOT  find  a  seat,  about  300  FOW's 
were  forced  to  walk  constantly  because  the  gangways  had  to 
be  kept  free.

We  were  guarded  by  a  Japanese  transport  commander,  whose  name 
I  do  NOT  know  and  about  40  Japanese  soldiers.  These  guards 
started  the  2nd,  day  after  the  ship  sailed  to  call  all  POW's 
one  after  the  other  to  come  to  the  bridge.  Wedding  rings  and 
watches  were  then  taken  from  us  and  we  were  forced  to  sell  then 
at  a  fixed  price  of  5  yen  (Japanese  currency)  for  a  ring  and 
10  yen  for  a  watch.  Piotests  were  of  no  use,  refusal  was 
answered  by  beatings.  In  this  way  hundreds  of  us  were  forced 
tc  sell  our  belongings. 
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On  18  Sept.  44  at  5*20  pm  (Japanese  tine)  the  ship  was  hit  by 
two  torpedoes  about  25  miles  off  the  west-coest  of  SUkAThA  ( 

somewhere  between  FENKOELEN  end  FADANG,  One  of  the  torpedoes 
hit  her  anidshi  s  on  the  starboard  side  the  other  one  hit  the 
hold  below  curs.  As  a  result  of  this  the  ship  was  torn  open. 

People  were  panic  stricken  in  particular  those  in  the  holds. 

There  must  have  been  lots  of  casualties  in  these  hold. 

Personally  I  was  on  deck,  I  sow  many  POL's  Jumping  over  board 
after  the  first  torpedo  hit  us.  These  men  were  all  killed  by 
the  explosion  of  the  second  torpedo.  Within  20  minutes  our 
ship  sank,  1  managed  to  swim  away  from  it,  because  I  was  afraid  j 
that  it  would  blow  up  when  the  boilers  reached  the  water.  This 
however  did  NOT  HAT  pen,  I  saw  the  Japanese  transport  commander 
getting  into  a  lifeboat  together  with  part  of  our  guards,  kany 
POW's  got  hold  of  the  edge  of  this  lifeboat  but  instead  of  1 

taking  then  in,  one  of  the  Japanese  chopped  off  their  hands 
or  split  their  skulls  with  a  huge  axe. 

One  victim  of  this  sort  of  maltreatment  j 
was  seved.  His  skull  was  split  open  end  showed  his  brains,  I 
saw  him  in  FADAnG  prison  afterwards  where  he  died,  after  medical 
attention  had  been  given  to  him  by  one  of  the  two  surviving 
DUTCH  doctors.  Dr.  VITALIS  and  Dr.  WAAF.DEHBURG,  They  will  be 
able  to  give  full  information  about  this  case.  I  do  not  know  1 

their  present  address. 

Our  escort,  consisting  of  one  destroyer 
end  one  corvette,  did  HOT  do  very  much  to  rescue  and  rick  up  j 

survivors.  The  destroyer  disappeared  altogether  after  having 
drop  ed  its  depth-charges  but  came  back  after  some  hours  to  j 

lend  assistance.  The  corvette  picked  up  about  400  survivors  and  1 

they  made  straight  for  EMMAi-AVEt* •  The  destroyer  picked  up  only 
a  very  few  r.en;  those  who  were  very  exhausted  and  became 
unconscious  were  thrown  overboard  again  by  the  Japanese  as  I  was  i 
told  later. 

All  the  survivors  were  taken  to  FADANG 
prison.  The  total  appeared  to  be  276  European  POL's,  312 
Ambonese  POW's  end  about  300  Indonesian  coolies.  Most  of  us 
were  entirely  naked.  The  only  clothing  supplied  to  us  by  the 
Japanese  was  one  pair  of  thin  short  pants  per  ran.  We  were 
treated  very  badly.  Naked  as  we  were,  we  were  made  to  sleep 
on  the  concrete  floors  of  the  prison  building  with  no  blankets  ( 

nor  mats.  Hygenic  conditions  were  terrible.  When  we  came  in  i 

this  Jail  all  the  lavatories  were  full;  thus  we  had  to  relieve 
ourselves  on  the  floor.  The  smell  was  penetrating  and  nauseating.  : 
Chances  of  contamination  were  very  great.  There  was  only  one 
tap  in  this  prison  from  which  we  got  our  drinking  water.  This 
meant  that  we  had  to  stand  in  a  que  for  hours  before  getting  a 
chance  to  drink.  On  the  second  day  this  tap  was  turned  off  by 
the  Japanese,  after  which  we  had  to  drink  well  water  from  an 
extremely  dirty  and  obviously  contaminated  well. 
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Since  rost  of  the  POV/' s  were  extrenely  exhausted  and  weak 
because  of  the  physical  end  rental  strain  of  the  rest 
(sore  of  the  nen  renained  in  the  sea  for  about  57  hours)  the 
nurber  of  sick  grew  very  high.  Because  of  the  lack  of  clothing, 
the  bad  food  and  the  bad  hygienic  circumstances  and  owing  to 
the  fact  th8t  no  medicines  were  supplied  to  us,  nany  FOW  s  fell 
seriously  ill  (inflanetion  of  the  lungs,  sunburn)  and  died, 
tiithin  10  days  42  of  us  had  died. 

T  can  WOT  tell  you  any  names  of  Japanese  in  charge  of  this 
lail  and  responsible  for  the  conditions  in  this  Jail  but  I 
know  thet  our  guards  we  re  all  KEKPEI  TAI  people.  Af 
days  the  first  group  of  POVk's  were  moved  by  train  to  PAJOLhOEM- 
BOEK.  clad  as  we  were,  only  wearing  shorts.  Since  we  were 
moving  through  very  mountainous  regions,  we  were  ell  shivering 
with  cold  especially  during  the  night  end  the  early  morning  at 
P AJ0EK0EMB0EH  station.  Many  POW's  caught  a  cold  which  must  have 
resulted  in  inflammation  of  the  lungs.  During  this  trip  we  got 
no  food . 


From  F A JOEKOEhBOUEH  we  were  transported  to  PAEAN  BAhOE  in  open 
trucks.  This  reant  a  trip  of  285  Em.  partly  in  the  fell  tropical 
sun,  partly  in  the  rein.  Again  no  clothing  so  thet  we  suffered 
very  much  with  cold.  Within  three  weeks  after  our  arrival 
another  6  of  us  died.  Then  we  were  put  on  forced  labour  to 
build  a  railroad  from  PAKAN  BAEOE  to  MOEAhA
